New England, leaving behind a 
death toll of 137 and a large 
section of the nation digging 
out.

west to the Atlantic and the 
South to New England. 


Florida citrus growers pre- 


pared heaters for the lowest 
temperatures since the crop- 
killing freeze 13 months ago. 


Buses and trains ran hours 


behind schedule. Air travel, vir- 
tually halted along the Eastern 
seaboard,

resumed. 


Schools were closed in many 
sections and high job absentee- 
ism was reported. 


Scores died from overexertion 


or exposure as they shoveled 
snow or tried to free stuck ve- 
hicles or trudged through deep 
snow.

Storm-Tossed 
Atlantic Hides

The storm-tossed Atlantic Ocean 
held the secret Tuesday of the 
fate of two boys, two men and 
a woman forced to abandon a 
sulking schooner.

It would have been natural 
to guess that a native son of 


Virginia, who served in thc 2nd U.S. Cavalry 
under Albert Sydney Johnston and Robert E. 
Lee, and with John Bell Hood, Kirby Smith, 
Fitzhugh Lee, Karl Van Dorn and William.

Inauspicious 
Start In Kenya 


Kenya, which obtained its independence 


from British rule early in December, is more of 
a problem for London than for Washington. Yet 
what happens there also has importance to the 
U. S. 


Thus it is that Americans must look at 


Kenya today with concern bordering on fears 
that the new nation may provide another open- 
ing into the Dark Continent for Communism. 


Jomo Kenyatta, the new Kenya premier, has 


flirted with Communist groups .and activities 
when it suited his goals. And now he seems to 
be doing it again. 


One of the first developments after inde- 


pendence was a Kenyan decision to establish a 
news agency with the help of Communist 
advisers, Russian-equipment and Soviet:trained 
technicians. This means that all news dissemina- 
tion in Kenya (also in neighboring Tanganyika) 
will be government-controlled and Communist- 
influenced. 


Many of the new African regimes have 


flirted with Communism only to find that the 
price for the help they have gotten is too high. 
So, it is not surprising to see Kenya following 
the same path. 


Perhaps Kenyatta and Co. will see the light 


before Kenya is too deeply into the hammer-and- 
sickle trap.

Strength And Weakness 


HARTFORD, Conn—One of the leaders in the 


Goldwater movement in the State of Connecticut is 
Ben W. Gilmore, who lives in Enfield. a small town 
just over the border from Springfield, Mass. Actually 
Ben Gilmore is not a New Englander. He was born 
in Corpus Christi, Texas, and his present employer is 
the Cameron Iron Works of Houston, Texas, for \vhom 
he "peddles iron" throughout the Northeast. Ben can 


^ slip back into his native southwestern drawl at will, 


•*-' and can give a most convincing imitation'of Lyndon 


Johnson, suh. But when he is talking to a New England 
group, whether about business or politics, Ben is brisk 
as any Yankee. 


Ben is important because he is a living example 


of what gives the Goldwatcr movement its strength, 
which derives wholly from a seepage that is outside 
politics, professionally considered. Before the Gold- 
water movement in Connecticut was made official 
a few days ago in Hartford by the formation of a 
committee under Newman Marilitis, a Bridgeport 
industrialist who has proved his potency by knock- 
ing the State Republican Party indebtedness from 
$196,000 (o $25,000 in a few months, Ben Gilmore's 
efforts were wholly amateur. He went about the 
Stale organizing 
Goldwater clubs among house- 


wives, carpenters, small professional 
men and 


business men, distributing copies of Barry Gold- 
water's credo, "The Conscience of a Conservative," 
and collecting dollar membership fees for the 
relatively amateur Draft Goldwater Committee. He 
has now joined Marsilius, at last becoming a pro. 
• 


The thing that attracted Ben Gilmore, the iron 


peddler, to Goldwater was the man's conservative 
philosophy, not his official Republicanism. Ben had 
read "The Conscience of a Conservative," and was 
convinced. One of the passages he likes particularly to 
cite is one in which the Arizona Senator declares what 
amounts to war on his own tribe of professional 
politician. 


"The turn will come," so Goldwater wrote in "The 


Conscience of a Conservative." "when we entrust the 
conduct of our affairs tn men who understand that their 
first duty as public officials is to divest themselves of 
the power they have been given." 


Now, when an aspirant to high political office 


campaigns on a platform of "divestment of power." 
he is certain fo alienate the party professional whose 
main reason for being is to gather more power to the 
end of making himself seem indispensable to the 
voters. Surely Ray Bliss of Ohio, Searle Pinney of 
Connecticut, and other high party functionaries through- 
out the northeastern quadrant of the United Stales, who 
have been assiduous in preventing any premature jump 
to Goldwater, are partly activated by distrust of a man 
who could be so contemptuous of political power as 
such. 


Before the assassination of John F. Kennedy, 


the extra-political seepage of Goldwatcrism at the 
grass roots was scaring the political pros into 
forgetting (he passage in "The. Conscience of a 
Conservative" that had declared them expendable. 
The question, now, is whether the grass roots seep- 
age can pick up a momentum that was lost on that 
fateful day in November. The pros in tho Northeast 
will do nothing for Barry Goldwater unless they 
are convinced that the grassroots sentiment is 
something they cannot afford to ignore. 


Goldwatcr's declaration of war 
on the powcr- 


-sceking political pro is not the only thing that is 
^working against him. 
Another thing is his sense of 


humor. "Gentlemen," he said not so long ago to a 
group of supporters, "I'm flattered that you thought of 
my name. I have every confidence that, with all of 
you behind me. I could be another Alf Landon." He 
also promised to make Linus Pauling, the anti-bomb 
Nobel Peace Prize winner, his Secretary of Defense. 
"I figure," he said, "if we give Pauling three weeks 
on the job he'll give us a defense without going to the 
expense of nuclear weapons, or bomb shelters, or 
anything else. That would save us about 60 billion 
dollars right there." 


The ability to laugh both al himself and at the 


species he represents will gel Goldwalcr no place if 
the grassroots slackens off in its love for the anti- 
political politico. The fate nf Barry Goldwater still 
rests with the ability of "iron peddlers" like Ben 
Gilmore to gel the movcmenl running hard down the 
track.

A New Look At Soviet Economic Problems 


WASHINGTON — This town is 


currently in a mild swivel about 
President Johnson's order to the 
CIA to start telling the world 
about the Soviet Union's economic 
difficulties.

Yet the Presi- 
dent was trying to get across a

remarkable story. 


The fact is that Soviet studies 


have once again entered a new 
era, for the third lime since the 
end of Ihe second world war. In 
the first era, extending roughly 
from 1946 to 1957, the Commun- 
ist economic system was grossly 
underrated, 
mainly because of 


the Russians' presumed "lack of 
know-how." In the second 
era, 


just now ending, grave overesti- 
mates were the general rule. 


This was because it suddenly 


dawned 
on 
the 
demonologisls 


that the Kremlin could hold down 
the living standards of the Rus- 
sian people and thereby invest a 
very high percentage of Russia's 
gross national product in new 
industry and in national defense. 
This feature of the Soviet system 
was expected to maintain enor- 
mously .high .rales of national 
growth for an indefinite future. 


Today, however, these predic- 


tions have been falsified by the

Inside Washington

SECOND SESSION TEST _ 


With opening of the second ses- 
sion of the 88th Congress there is 
a deep feeling in Washington that 
it is the beginning of a crucial 
testing period. Not oniy is it con- 
sidered a time of testing between 
Congress and the Johnson admini- 
stration, but a test of Congress 
as an institution, as well. 


Most of the attention will be 


focused on the performance 
of 


the Johson administralion, for it 
is here lhat the 1964 presidential 
campaign will have its base. Pres- 
ident Johnson has but a few short 
months to make his mark across 
the nation and the only feasible 
course he can follow is to use 
Congress as the vehicle. 


Privately, 
leaders 
on Capitol 


Hill expect that he will do better 
lhan his predecessor in the matter 
of cajoling legislation oul of the 
congressional mill. They base this 
view not on the late President 


Kennedy's inefficacy, which was 
far the case, but rather on the 
history of the Johnson perfor-

has everything going for him. To 
the extent that Congress accepts 
his program he can claim a 
leadership victory.

This is not exactly a novel 


point. Our leading political de- 
rnonologists, 
like 
Ambassadors 


Charles E. Bohlen and Llewellyn 
Thompson, were always skeptical 
about the ultimate workability of 
the Soviet system, at least as 
now organized, even in the period 
when Soviet economic perform- 
ance seemed most impressive. 
Their hunches are merely being 
documented today by the more 
specialized sludents of the Soviet 
problems. 


None the less, the new way of 


looking at Soviet 
problems is 


highly important and not just be- 
cause it is always useful to be 
realistic about one's competitors. 
The fact is that the evidence now 
being published pretty obviously 
proves that the Soviet system ur- 
gently needs quite radical mod- 
ernization. 


The changes required for this 


purpose will surely be evolution- 
ary rather than 
revolutionary. 


Yet, in view of the Soviet sys- 
tem's 
ideological 
rigidity, the 


process of change will surely be 
very difficult, and it will tend to 
be accompanied by internal po- 
litical convulsions, short of revo- 
lution, but still surprising and pro- 
found. And this is a highly novel 
outlook for a system formerly 
considered as a changless mono- 
lith.

The pool table is coming back 


into the American home. Scores 
of thousands of the new 4 by 7 
feet tables are going into recrea- 
tion rooms in every part of the 
country. 
It 
is 
more 
lhan 
a 


pleasant pastime for father-son 
combinations: it is an exciting 
game of neverending variations 
for the whole family. 


Several years ago, Jim Sullivan, 


the saloon sage of Sea Bright, 
bought a table. This brought me 
back to a game I had all but for- 
gollen. It turned out to be a won- 
derful tranquilizer. Pool requires 
concentration. In play, all outside 
worries vanish. When I felt tense, 
or 
"wound-up," 
I would visit 


Sullivan's and he would come out 
from behind the big oval bar, the 
diamonds on his fingers and in 
his tie flashing like lightships on 
a dark sea. 


Whatever small skill I had, 


came back. 
When I was very 


young, a game called straight 
rail billiards bad been my best. 
In those days, the game of pool, 
or pocket-billiards, was for loafers 
and teen-age hoodlums. Now the 
game had become 
respectable, 


and it required a lot more skill 
than luck. 


So, after a few weeks, I bought 


my own table. It cost S450, with 
four cues, a cue sland, and a rack. 
I asked a carpenter to make a 
wooden cover for it, sn thai the 
table could be uesd as a desk 
when no one was playing. This 
turned out to be a good move. 
The top overlaps the sides a few 
inches, and fits by pushing the 
two ends toward the middle. 


The doctor was having trouble 


keeping my father on his feel. He 
wanted Dad to walk, the patient 
declined. So I jogged his ego. and 
said lhat I could beat him at 
pool the best day he lived, and 
he grabbed a cue and the bailie 
was on. According to my figures, 
father walked between two and 
three miles around the lable every 
day. 


The fluid in his ankles mclled 


away. 
His breathing improved. 


He slopped resigning from 
life, 


and became competitive. He was 
ready lo take on all comers until 
William Armstrong, a bartender 
al 
the Dania 
Jai-Alai Palace 


showed up. 
Armstrong showed 


my father that a cue ball could 
be laughl to do anything, includ- 
ing a waltz clog. 


My father went back home, 


and bought himself a table. It is 
in the cellar, and he nuw plays hi.s 
grandsons, and estimates that he 
has got about $10,000 worth of 
joy out of a $450 investment. He 
now brushes the table almost as 
frequently as he docs his shoes. 


Today, Ihe renassance of pool 


is on everywhere. The smaller 
table has made it possible to keep 
the growing children home a few 
nights a week. Billy Rose has a 
big table in a game room in hi.s 
house. Jackie Gleason is a pool 
shark who spent a fortune hav- 
ing a special table made for his 
home in Peckskill. In the Lambs 
Club in New York, Dan Hcally, 
Ihe Night Mayor of New York, 
is a pool hustler among actors. 
The late Thomas Mitchell had a 
talent for billiards. 


The history of the game is lost 


in antiquity. Some say it was in- 
vented by Catkire More, king of 
Ireland in the second century, 
who, in dying, "left 55 billiard 
balls of brass, with the pools and 
cues of the same materials." 
Others maintain that the word 
billiard comes from the French 
"bille," signifying a stick. 


There is no doubt that a French 


artist named Henrique Devigne 
gave form and substance to the 
game. He wrote the original rules 
for play, and for scoring. He lived 
in the time of Charles IX, and ha 
claimed that the game had origin- 
ally been devised from the Eng- 
lish game of bowls. The men of 
England, Devigne, insisted, be- 
came tired of crouching on a 
floor, and put the game on a 
table. 


A c c o r d i n g to Shakespeare, 


women enjoyed the game. In Act 
II of Antony and Cleopatra, ha 
has Cleo invite her 
attendant: 


"Let us to billiards; come Char- 
mian." Men like lo think of it as 
a man's game, but Miss Ruth 
Harrison, in 1937, ran off an open- 
ing break of 197 points in tha 
Professional Billiards Champion- 
ship. 


When properly played, pool is 


a game of infinite delicacy. It is 
not a slam-bang affair, as played 
by those who do not understand 
it. The lightest, touch, with control 
of the cue hall, is the key. Once, 
when Jackie Gleason was bragg- 
ing about his game, his friend 
Toots 
Shor arranged 
a 
match 


between Jackie and "an Italian 
friend 
of mine from 
Philadel- 


phia." 


Gleason insisted on playing for 


money. The Italian said he'd play 
for fun. Jackie wanted to bet. In 
each game, the Great One won by 
a scant few points. The bet was 
doubled and redoubled. Then tha 
Italian won one. Then another 
one. And Gleason became angry 
and began to bet big money. He 
was taken. 


When it was over, the Italian 


insitcd 
lhal Gleason lake 
his 


money back because it had been 
an unfair match. The Italian turn- 
ed out 
lo be 
Willie Mosconi, 


Champion of the World. He and 
Gleason became close friends, 
and have played exciting matches 
on television, 


A good table lasts for many 


years, with care. I would advise 
anyone with the room and the 
money lo invest in pool. Jt may 
be the only chance to actually sea 
father behind the eight ball...

It appeared 
that the contract must go down 
to defeat for, in addition to the 
two diamond tricks, South still 
had to lose to the ace of hearts 
and the king of spades—both of 
which cards were marked with 
West by virtue of his one no 
trump bid. 


There was only one slim hope 


which required some very fa- 
vorable distribution and a bit 
of cooperation from the enemy. 
At trick four, declarer casu- 
ally led a small heart from his 
hand. West should have has- 
tened to go in with the ace in 
order to disengage himself from 
the lead while he could still do 
so safely. Instead, he played 
tow, and dummy's nine of 
hearts won the trick. 


The ace and queen of clubs 


were played next and, when 
b o t h opponents followed suit, 
South was well on his way. A 
trump lead threw West in with 
the ace of hearts and, in order 
to avoid giving his opponent a 
ruff and d i s c a r d , he was 
obliged to exit with a spade. 
Declarer put up the dummy's

cinch the contract. 


West should have been aware 


that the ace of trumps was a 
potential liability to him if he 
held on to the card loo long, 
and he should have released it 
as soon as possible. After win-
